TURKEY Pursues INDIA'S Pulse Market. In an unusual and-aggressive TSS 
move, Turkey recently purchased 450,000 tons of domestically produced lentils Cc} > 
for export at subsidized prices, according to the U.S. agricultural- ‘counselor =< 
in New Delhi. Trade sources indicate that Turkey is offering lentils (grower 
price $330 per ton) to India at $265 a ton. This implies a $65-a-ton subsidy, 
which would be even higher than the government-announced export subsidy of $30 
a ton. U.S. lentil exporters currently are at a competitive disadvantage due 
in part to these Turkish subsidies. Indian sources forecast pulse imports of 
several hundred thousand tons this year because of drought.

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC To Export Rice. For the first time in at least 20 
years, the Dominican Republic plans to export about 45,000 tons of rice, 
according to Dominican officials. The decision to draw down officially held 
stocks may have been made to obtain foreign exchange and take advantage of 
currently high world prices, and because private stocks are ample for the 
medium term. If the full amount is exported, the Dominican Republic could 
again be interested in rice imports in late spring, after remaining supplies 
have been used.

SOVIET Agricultural Targets Set for 1988. Agricultural production 
targets for 1988 were announced by the Chairman of the USSR's State Planning 
Committee (Gosplan) on October 19. In 1988, grain production is planned to 
reach 235 million tons; vegetable oil production is to be increased by 700,000 
tons over the 1987 level; sugar beet output is to be raised by 14 percent 
above 1987 (another Soviet source puts the 1988 sugar beet target at 91 
million tons); meat production is planned at 18.9 million tons; milk at 105.5 
million tons and “about 82 billion" eggs are to be produced. (The grain 
target includes 39 million hectares to be grown under the system of intensive 
technology, with 10-20 centners (a unit used in the USSR equal to 220.46 
pounds) additional output per hectare expected by the Soviets.)

SOVIET Livestock Production Figures for 1986 Revised Upward. 
According to data published in the September issue of the monthly statistical 
journal, Vestnik Statistiki, Soviet livestock production was higher in 1986 
than originally announced in the abbreviated statistical handbook in April 
1987. The data are:

The revised figure for meat production makes the 1988 Soviet target 
of 18.9 million tons appear more attainable than it seemed previously. 


Feed use data for 1986 were also published in September. While they 
show a 3.3-million-ton increase in the use of concentrates in the socialized 
sector compared with 1985, the data also show improved feeding efficiency for 
the production of milk and especially beef and pork. 


SUGAR 


WORLD Sugar Production Estimated Below Last Year's Level. World 
centrifugal sugar production in 1987/88 is estimated at 100.8 million tons 
(raw basis), 2 percent less than forecast in May 1987 and the revised 1986/87 
outturn of 102.5 million tons. World production of sugar from cane is 
estimated at 64.8 million tons, up slightly from last season, but sugar from 
beets at 36.0 million tons is down 5 percent from last year.

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Many beet producing countries throughout Europe received above 
average rainfall during the 1987 growing season. Although this enhanced top 
growth early in the season, cool cloudy weather later in the season retarded 
Sugar accumulation. Several countries now are experiencing harvesting 
difficulties because of wet fields caused by excessive rain, especially in 
northern Europe. In the European Community (EC), where 13 percent of the 
world's sugar is produced, output is expected to drop 2 percent from the May 
forecast and 10 percent from last year. The reduction is likely to occur in 
all major sugar producing countries except France, where production is 
estimated up about 8 percent from a year ago. Although area planted to beets 
in France remained unchanged, a record sugar yield is now forecast. In West 
Europe, outside the EC, 1987/88 production is now estimated to decline 12 
percent from a year ago because of a cool, wet growing season and, in some 
countries an unusually wet fall. In Eastern Europe, production is estimated 
down about 3 percent from last year because of slightly lower output in all 


major producing countries except Yugoslavia, where production is estimated up 
by 14 percent. 


Sugar production in the Soviet Union is estimated at 8.3 million 
tons, down 5 percent from last year, and 7 percent less than the May 
forecast. As of October 12, 69 percent of the beets were harvested in the 
Soviet Union. Raw material is now expected to total 82 million tons, 3 
percent more than last year; however, extraction rates are estimated to be 
down slightly from last year. 


In Brazil, the world's largest sugar producer, output of sugar is 
estimated to reach 9.2 million tons, unchanged from the May forecast but up 5 
percent from last year. 


Sugar production in Asia is estimated down by 2 percent from the 
previous season. India, the largest producer in this region, is expecting a 
crop of 8.4 million tons, down 6 percent from last year's bumper crop and 9 
percent less than the May forecast. The decline is attributed to two 
consecutive years of drought in the major producing states of India. China's 
Sugar production is estimated at 5.7 million tons, down slightly from last 
year's revised estimate as both beet and cane outturn is expected to decrease. 


In Oceania, sugar production is expected to be off 5 percent from 
last season and the earlier forecast. This decline reflects a sharp drop of 
sugar output in Fiji caused by unfavorable weather and by striking cane 
workers at the onset of the season.

WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS 


The dollar finished the week of October 23 up only slightly against major 
currencies following much nervousness in the foreign exchange markets as stock 
markets around the world fluctuated sharply. However, on Friday, the dollar 
fell sharply against all major currencies. Interest rates fell as major U.S. 
banks cut their prime rates to 9 percent from 9-1/4 percent following the 
decline of the federal fund rate. The Federal Reserve increased the money 
supply in the market and this is expected to keep downward pressure on 
interest rates. To counter the impact of lower U.S. interest rates, major 
central banks abroad are also expected to hold interest rates down, easing the 
downward pressure on the U.S. dollar.
